Richard Nevins alerted 
Los Angeles County tax¬ 
payers to be on the lookout 
for publication of assessed 
values which will appear in 
Los Angeles County news¬ 
papers within a few weeks. 

The Southern California 
member of the Board of 
Equalization, speaking 
at a luncheon meeting 
of the North Long Beach 
Exchange Club, stated that 
the a.ssessed value of one- 
fifth of the Los Angeles 
County real estate parcels 
must be published in addi¬ 
tion to all changes in the 
balance of the county. List¬ 
ings will be by map book 
areas, street addresses, and 
assossee names. 

Nevins explained that the 
publication of the assessed 
values is the result of a new 
State law requiring notifica¬ 
tion by the County Assessor. 
The assessed value on all 
parcels in the County must 
bo published within five 
years when the County se¬ 
lects this method of notifi¬ 
cation. 

Assessed values for speci¬ 
fic map books will be pub¬ 
lished in the circulation 
areas of the respective com¬ 
munity newspapers as pres¬ 
cribed by the County Tax 
Collector some time in Sep¬ 
tember.

The County Board of 
Supervisors today approved 
an additional allocation of 
$21,985 to assist the City of 
Monrovia in impr o v i n g 
Duarte Road between Fifth 
Avenue and Mayflower Ave¬ 
nue within the City, accord¬ 
ing to Supervisor Frank G. 
Bonelli. 

In December, 1963, the 
Board made available the 
sum of $28,399.61 to the City 
of Monrovia for the purpose 
of acquiring the necessary 
right of way for this im¬ 
provement. In July of this 
year, the City notified the 
County Road Department 
that the additional funds, 
making a total of $50,384.61, 
would bo required for the 
needed right of way.

“If any state in the Union can afford to pay its own 
way, it is California.” 

These were the words recently of California Congress¬ 
man Don H. Clausen, a major spokesman for the cause 
of overhauling the federal tax structure. Clausen, who 
represents the state’s sprawling First District on the North 
Coast, was elected largely on a campaign pledge to work 
for the return of tax sources now pre-empted by the fed¬ 
eral government to local units of government for local 
purposes. 

“For every dollar California taxpayers pay to the fed¬ 
eral government, they get back 79 cents in services,” the 
Crescent City Republican declared. "It is obvious to anyone 
that those dollars will buy a lot more in services if they 
are left here in the first place.” 

Carrying his fight to the people, Clausen has authored 
a resolution calling for allocation of specific tax sources 
to local government and has broadsided it to every public 
body and civic organization in his district, asking their 
support of the reform principle. He has also contacted 
each of his 434 colleagues in the House of Representatives 
asking their backing and urging them to pass the reso¬ 
lution on to the people of their own districts. 

Clausen argues, for example, that education is pri¬ 
marily supported by "one of the most limited tax bases 
available to government,” the property tax. Instead of 
turning now to the federal government for financial help 
as school needs grow, local districts would be benefitted 
more if federal tax sources were released to the local 
entities. 

“It is my firm conviction that the solution of our school 
problems—and to many of our other problems—is to permit 
home rule to prevail,” Clausen argued. 

“We must remove tax sources from the federal govern¬ 
ment and return them to the staees. The states, in turn, must 
overhaul their tax structures or revise revenue allocations 
to provide a broader tax base at the local government and 
school board level. These new funds could be used as a 
new source of revenue or relief to the ad valorem tax¬ 
payer.” 

To accomplish his program, Clausen pledged to work 
toward channelling what he termed the “great taxpayer 
revolt” building in the nation toward a positive program 
of tax overhaul—“hopefully at all levels of government.” 

No. 1 in Cost, Too? 

If the state legislature should follow the advice given 
the Assembly Revenue and Taxation Committee recently 
by a research economist, most of us in California are in 
for some more wallet robbing. 

The consultant, Dr. Alice J. Vandermeulen of UCLA, 
suggested that added revenue could be gleaned from in¬ 
creases in license fees with less offense to the average citi¬ 
zen than from increased taxes. Her recommended hike would 
affect auto drivers licenses; liquor, fishing and hunting 
licenses; a horde of occupational licenses ranging from 
those required of Jockeys to trappers, bartenders to insur¬ 
ance salesmen. 

Whether this means is followed or taxes are raised, the 
prospect for outgo is literally on the up and up. It’s great 
being a citizen of the No. 1 state of the Union. But it’s 
sure getting expensive! 

Medicare Chestnut 

In the fable of the cat pulling the chestnuts out of 
the fire for a wiley friend, it was the cat that got burned, 
of course. The friend got the goodies. 

The Administration’s proposed “voluntary” Social Se¬ 
curity medicare plan, which would offer retired pensioners 
the alternative of a planned 5% raise in SS benefits or 
the medical care provisions, has a superficial look of com¬ 
promise. At a quick glance, it might well seem to meet 
the objections of those who oppose compulsory health in¬ 
surance under Social Security. 

But the chestnut bit looked reasonable to the cat,' 
too. The gimmick in the Administration plan, of course, is 
that it would write into law the basic principle of health 
care under Social Security. Once that is done, the extension 
of the principle, the revision of the voluntary feature, would 
be comparatively simple. 

The proposal should be given the closest scrutiny by 
Congress and the nation. It could make catspaws of a great 
many taxpayers.

California’s recently en¬ 
acted school finance bill 
represents an attempt by 
the Legislature to proceed 
toward three distinct goals; 
increased financial support, 
improved district organiza¬ 
tion, and smaller class size. 

Initially, the bill grants 
a $50 million increase in 
state support to our schools 
for the 1964-65 school year. 
’The bulk of this money will 
be allocated to all school 
districts, except those with 
exceptional local resources, 
through a $10 per student 
increase in equalization as¬ 
sistance. This action recog¬ 
nizes that the state has 
failed to keep pace with the 
rising costs of education 
over the past few years, and 
that the resulting burden 
on the property taxpayers 
has become heavy and in¬ 
equitable. 

Secondly, an additional 
amount of state assistance 
has been voted for tlie 1965- 
66 school year—potentially 
up to $70 million—to those 
school districts which are 
“unified school districts.” 

It is almost universally 
agreed that with 1,600 dis¬ 
tricts, California has too 
many small, separate ad¬ 
ministrative units for equi¬ 
table financing, or adequate 
educational programming. 
By limiting participation in 
this additional $15 per stu¬ 
dent program to those dis¬ 
tricts which operate a 1st 
through 12th grade pro¬ 
gram, the Legislature is 
openly encouraging the re¬ 
duction of the number of 
districts and the unification 
of separate elementary and 
high school districts. 

It should be emphasized 
that although the bill orig¬ 
inally contained various 
mandatory provisions, it was 
amended so that the ulti¬ 
mate decision on unification 
and reorganization rests 
with the voters within the 
affected districts. 

Finally, the bill set in mo¬ 
tion a program to reduce 
the class size in the pri¬ 
mary grades, 1-3, to no 
more than ^ pupils per 
class by the year 1969. 
Based on the conviction that 
large classes are a primary 
factor in nullifying teacher 
effectiveness, the Legisla¬ 
ture approved a special al¬ 
location of $10 per child in 
these grades, starting this 
year. It also established a 
penalty for those districts 
which do not reduce these 
class sizes to at least 33 in 
1965-66. For once, the state 
has recognized the financial 
Implications of a new state 
requirement. In the process 
of accomplishing these three 
goals, one problem already 
has arisen. Inadvertently, a 
penalty has been imposed 
on those districts which 
have recently unified. Under 
the bill, pre-existing bo¬ 
nuses were repealed, causing 
districts unified within the 
past five years to lose their 
additional support. As a 
member of the Committee 
on Education, I have pre¬ 
pared legislation to correct 
this error and have been 
assured that the oversight 
can be corrected early in the 
general session, restoring 
these funds for the present 
school year. 

It may well be that fur¬ 
ther requirements will be 
necessary as the law takes 
effect. However, a signifi¬ 
cant start has been made 
toward resolving some of 
education’s knottiest prob¬ 
lems.
